Exporters’ Association, Mr. Ab

“1, We must seek to narrow the 
gap in our trading accounts with | 
dollar countries by exporting 
more goods to those countries 

“2. We must seek to diversify 
our exports to the dollar coun- 
tries by combining a greater pro- 
portion of processed and manu 
factured goods. In more concrete 
terms, because the United States 
has been and will remain a mar- 
ket for our goods which exceeds 
ill Others, these objectives tan” 
be restated more positively: ‘Sell 
more goods, including processed 
and manufactured goods, in the 
U.S.A, markets’.” 

The task of increasing exports 
was not easy, he said. There 
were obstacles in the way, mainly 
in the terms of the tariff struc- 
ture of the countries to which 
Canada exported. 

Ways and means must be 
found to overcome these difficul 
ties,” said Mr. Abbott.

The right to strike .. . after responsibility 
to the public has been discharged and 
after a secret ballot: That is what British 
Columbia's labor legislation (Bill 39) 
guarantees to labor.

(a) Negotiation in good faith between 
employer and employees’ representatives:

A conciliation board acting as mediator;

coronation sword of the Polish 
kings. 

Dr. Tadeusz Zebrowski, mem- 
ber of the Polish United Nations 
delegation and official of the Pol- | 
ish Foreign Office, revealed here 
Thursday night in an interview 
that the Warsaw government had 
made this -request~-to~ Ottawa’ 
three weeks ago, but there had 
been no reply. 

From information 
here, it seems unlikely Canada 
will accede to this request for 
R.C.M.P. action, but Canadian 
sources” at the U.N- who ‘are’ 
acquainted with the question 
would -onty- say. the government | 
has the Polish note “under con 
sideration.” 

The treasures were brought to/ 
Canada from Cracow, Poland, in 
1940 for safekeeping. They van- 
ished a year ago without a trace.
